For nearly a week the question of 


putting hides on the free list or im- 
posing a nominal duty upon them has 
been before the conference" commit- 
tee. Not even a nominal duty proved 
acceptable to Representative Payne, 
whose position was strengthened by 
the support of President Taft, and 
the senate was compelled to yield in 
spite of the fact that free hides 
threatend to provoke an insurrec- 
tion among "stand-pat" senators from 
cattle raising states. It appears, 
however, that Mr. Payne's victory 
was a costly one, inasmuch as the 
house conferees 
were defeated on 


coal, print paper, iron ore and lum- 
ber. 


The Coat Schedule. 


As" the house passed the bill, coal 


•wasv made dutiable "at 67 cents a ton, 
with 'slack at tne same rate, Trat re- 
ciprocal provision had the effect of 
putting coal on the free list. The 
senate contended for a duty on coal, 
and a compromise_ of 45 cents a ton 
was accepted in lieu of the house 
rate and the free reciprocal arrange- 
ment. Slack was made dutiable at 
15 cents a ton. The house put iron 
ore on the free list and the senate 
fixed the rate at 25 cents a ton, but 
the conferees agreed to accept a rate 
of 15 cents. 


The chief victory won by the sea- 


ate was the retention of the duties 
on lumber. These represent reduc- 
tions from Dingley rates, but are not 
nearly as low as the house rates, 
which began with $1 on rough lum- 
ber. Likewise a victory was won by 
senate through the acceptance by the 
conference committee of a rate of 
$3.50 on print paper instead of the 
$2 rate fixed by the house. 


The placing of oil on the free list 


was a foregone conclusion by reason 
of the strong opposition in both 
branches of congress to making this 
article dutiable. The senate adopted 
a form of countervailing duty, but the 
conferees were unaoie to retain it u* 
the bill. 


There seems to be no doubt that 


the house leaders will be able to put 
through a rule permitting the con- 
ferees to make reductions in the 
rates on manufactures of leather in 
accordance 
with 
»he program ar- 


ranged in conference. 


PAYNE NOT SATISFIED 


Insists That House Lumber Rates 


Must Stand. 


Washington, July 28. — Chairman 


Payne of the ways and means com- 
mittee and a number of other repre- 
sentatives attended a conference at 
White House. The Imnber schedule 
was discussed, and when the visitors 
left some of them stated positively 
that the senate mast accede to the 
rate of f 1 a thousand feet on lumber, 
as agreed upon by the house, or the 
conference report would fail of adop- 
tion by the house. It is understood 
his visitors informed the president 
that they are determined to make a 
fight for the tower rate, and it was 
said that the house will have the 
president's support on this feature. 


Some of those who attended the 


conference said it is possible that a 
compromise rate of $1.25 on Imnber 
may be reached, but it was asserted 
strongly that the present sentiment 
in the house In against any increase 
in the bouse rate.
